BP starts closing 
valves as it monitors 
new cap’s pressure 

New Orleans 

In a potentially pivotal moment 
in the Gulf crisis, BP planned to 
begin closing valves Tuesday in a 
slow and methodical process that 
could finally choke off the geyser 
of crude at the bottom of the sea 
after three gloomy months and up 
to 180 million gallons spilled. 

A new, tighter-fitting cap was 
lowered over the blown- out well 
Monday night. The next phase 
was to shut the openings in the 
75-ton metal stack of pipes and 
valves gradually, one at a time, 
while watching pressure gauges 
to see whether the cap would hold 
or any new leaks erupted. 

The operation was expected to 
begin late Tuesday, and officials 
said it could last anywhere from 
six to 48 hours. 

BP and the government’s point 
man on the crisis — the biggest off- 
shore oil spill in U.S. history and 
one of the nation’s worst environ- 


mental disasters — stressed there 
were no guarantees, and they urged 
patience from Gulf residents. 

“They ought to be interested 
and concerned, but if they hold 
their breath, they’ll run out of oxy- 
gen,” retired Coast Guard Adm. 
Thad Allen said. 

If the cap works, it will enable 
BP to stop the oil from gushing 


into the sea, either by holding all 
the oil inside the well machinery 
like a stopper or, if the pressure is 
too great, channeling some though 
pipes to as many as four collec- 
tion ships. But it is just a stopgap 
measure. 

Along the Gulf Coast, where 
the spill has heavily damaged the 
region’s vital tourism and fishing 


industries, people anxiously await- 
ed the outcome of the painstaking- 
ly slow work. 

“I don’t know what’s taking 
them so long. I just hope they 
take care of it,” said Lanette Eder, 
a vacationing school nutrition- 
ist from Hoschton, Ga., who was 
walking on the white sand at Pen- 
sacola Beach, Fla. (ap)

Obama finds needed 
60 votes for financial 
regulation legislation 

Washington 

President Obama on Tuesday 
secured the 60 votes he needs in 
the Senate to pass a sweeping over- 
haul of U.S. financial regulations, 
all but ensuring that he soon will 
sign into law one of the top initia- 
tives of his presidency. 

With the votes in hand to over- 
come Republican delaying tactics, 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid 
said Tuesday he hoped for final 
passage on Thursday. The House 
of Representatives already has 
passed the bill. 

“This reform is good for fam- 
ilies; it is good for businesses; 
it’s good for the entire economy,” 
Obama said as he prodded the Sen- 
ate to act quickly. 

Passage would represent a sig- 
nature achievement for the pres- 
ident just four months after he 
signed massive health care leg- 
islation into law. The final vote 
comes amid lingering resentment 
by the American public of Wall 
Street, but the legislation’s sym- 
bolic and political impact is likely 
to be diminished by anxiety across

Your doctor could be drunk, addict- 
ed to drugs or outright incompe- 
tent, but other physicians may not 
blow the whistle. 

A new survey finds that many 
American physicians fail to report 
troubled colleagues to authorities, 
believing that someone else will 
take care of it, that nothing will 
happen if they act, or that they 
could be targeted for retribution. 

Seventeen percent of the doc- 
tors surveyed had direct, personal 
knowledge of an impaired or incom- 
petent physician in their workplac- 


es, said the study’s lead author, 
Catherine DesRoches of Harvard 
Medical School. One-third of those 
doctors had not reported the matter 
to authorities such as hospital offi- 
cials or state medical boards. 

The findings, appearing in 
Wednesday’s Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, are based 
on a 2009 survey of 1,891 practic- 
ing U.S. doctors. 

Most states have programs that 
not only get doctors into treatment 
but also advise their colleagues how 
to intervene.

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Iranian Scientist Eager to Return Home

Washington 

An Iranian scientist sought refuge 
in the Pakistani Embassy com- 
pound and asked to go home, an 
apparent defection gone wrong 
that could embarrass the U.S. and 
its efforts to gather intelligence on 
Tehran’s suspected nuclear weap- 
ons program. 


Iran — and at one point, sci- 
entist Shahram Amiri — claimed 
the CIA had kidnapped him; the 
U.S. said Tuesday that nothing of 
the sort happened. Amiri disap- 
peared while on a pilgrimage to 
Saudi Arabia in June 2009, surfac- 
ing in videos but otherwise out of 
sight until the latest bizarre twist 
in the case. 

“Mr. Amiri has been in the 
United States of his own free will, 
and he is free to go,” Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton said. 
It was the first time the Obama 


administration publicly acknowl- 
edged Amiri was in the U.S. 

Reliable and timely informa- 
tion about Iran’s nuclear program 
is of enormous importance to the 
Obama administration and other 
countries seeking to stop the Islam- 
ic republic from getting the bomb. 
Beyond using diplomatic means to 
try to stop Iran, the U.S. and Isra- 
el have not ruled out using mili- 
tary force. 

Iran maintains that its nuclear 
program is for peaceful purposes. 

The U.S. has denied Iran’s accu-

sation that U.S. agents kidnapped 
Amiri — a charge that grew more 
confused with the appearance in 
recent months of videos purport- 
ing to show Amiri making conflict- 
ing claims about his fate.

he said he was happily studying for

Investigators found an unexploded 
suicide vest with ball bearings in a 
disco hall in Uganda’s capital, sug- 
gesting that militants had planned 
a third bombing during the World 
Cup final, officials said Tuesday. 
Four foreign suspects were arrested 
in connection with the find. 

The discovery of a suicide vest 
in a suburb of Kampala on Mon- 
day was consistent with what was 
seen at the two blast sites in Kam- 
pala, said the inspector general 
of police. Kale Kaihura. The vest 
contained ball bearings, as did the 
bombs that exploded Sunday. Offi- 
cials believe suicide bombers took 
part in the twin blasts during the 
World Cup final.

Turncoat Afghan Soldier Kills Three Britons in Grenade Amhush 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

An Afghan soldier killed three Brit- 
ish service members with gunfire 
and a rocket-propeUed grenade in the 
dead of night, a betrayal that high- 
lights the difficulties in rapidly build- 
ing up Afghan security forces so that 
foreign troops can go home. 


The soldier fled after carrying 
out the attack in southern Afghan- 
istan Tuesday, leaving his motive 
unclear. But the Taliban claimed 
that he was a militant sympathiz- 
er who was taken in by insurgents 
after the assault — one that could 
further weaken support in Britain 
for an unpopular war that has now 


taken the lives of 317 Britons. 

In London, Prime Minister 
David Cameron condemned the 
killings as “appalling” but insist- 
ed the incident should not change 
NATO’s strategy of working along- 
side the Afghan army. Four other 
British service members were 
wounded in the attack on a base 


in Nahr-i-Saraj district of Helmand 
province. 

It was the second time in eight 
months that an Afghan turned 
against British troops partner- 
ing with local security forces. In 
November, an Afghan policeman 
killed five British soldiers at a 
checkpoint in Helmand. (ap)

Nassau, Bahamas 

The teenage fugitive dubbed the 
“Barefoot Bandit” pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to a minor offense in the 
Bahamas and is expected to be 
deported soon to the United States 
to face prosecution. 

Colton Harris-Moore pleaded 
guilty to illegal entry into the coun- 
try at his first court appearance in 
the Bahamas, where police ended 
the 19 -year- old convict’s alleged 
two-year crime spree after a high- 
speed boat chase. 

Prosecutors in the U.S. are pre- 
paring cases against Harris-Moore. 
He is suspected in about 70 prop- 
erty crimes across eight states and 
British Columbia, many of them in 
the bucolic islands of Washington 
state.

Seven former political prisoners 
from Cuba smiled and gave victory 
signs Tuesday after they and their 
families were flown to freedom in 
Madrid, the first of 52 dissidents the 
Cuban government has promised to 
free in a historic policy shift. 

In an action once deemed 
unthinkable, Cuba agreed last week 
to liberate all those still imprisoned 
from a 2003 crackdown during 
which 75 activists were jailed. 

Spain, which along with the 
Roman Catholic Church nego- 
tiated the deal, agreed to accept 
the first group of Cuban exiles. 
Other dissidents had been freed 
in Cuba earlier. 

The release was greeted with a

Milan, Italy 

Anti-mafia prosecutors claimed a 
major victory over the powerful and 
growing ‘ndrangheta crime syn- 
dicate, infiltrating intimate wed- 
dings, baptisms and other gather- 
ings to gather information that led 
to the arrests Friday of 305 people, 
including top bosses, and the sei- 
zure of more than $75.41 million in 
cash and property. 

The operation began before 
dawn with the 4 a.m. arrest 
of Domenico Oppedisano, the 
crime group’s top boss, in the 
small coastal town of Rosarno 
in Calabria. 

But the investigation owed its 
success to investigators’ ability to 
infiltrate events such as the 2009 
wedding of the children of two 
crime bosses in Calabria, where 
Oppedisano was named to his post, 
said Calabrian anti-mafia prosecu- 
tor Giuseppe Pignatone. 

When Oppedisano was formally 
elevated about two weeks later, on 
Sept. 2, the feast of Madonna Polsi, 
undercover agents got video of the 
crime syndicate’s major bosses all 
being confirmed in their new posi- 


A Mob With Rules 

One of the most significant rev- 
elations from the investigation was 
that the Calabrian mob had a tight 
hierarchal structure like that of 
the Sicilian Mafia, and wasn’t just 
an association of clans, as previ- 
ously believed. While expanding its 
economic reach into the wealthy 
Lombard region in northern Italy, 
the ‘ndrangheta is also concentrat- 
ing its power in its native Calabria, 
exerting tight control over all stra- 
tegic decision-making, anti-mafia 
prosecutors said. (AP)

France’s lower house of parliament 
overwhelmingly approved a ban on 
wearing burqa-style Islamic veils 
Tuesday, part of an effort to define 
and protect French values that has 
disconcerted many in the country’s 
large Muslim community. 

Proponents of the law say face- 
covering veils don’t square with the 
French ideal of women’s equality 
or its secular tradition. The bill is 
controversial abroad but popular 
in France, where its relatively few 
outspoken critics say conserva- 


tive President Nicolas Sarkozy has 
resorted to xenophobia to attract 
far-right voters. 

The ban on burqas and niqabs 
will go in September to the Sen- 
ate, where it also is likely to pass. 
Its biggest hurdle will likely come 
after that, when France’s consti- 
tutional watchdog scrutinizes it. 
Some legal scholars say there is a 
chance it could be deemed uncon- 
stitutional. 

While ordinary headscarves 
are common in France, only about 
1,900 women are believed to wear 
face-covering veils, (ap)

Olympian tours U.S. 
to teach minority 
children how to swim 

Washington 

Shomari Stevens, a budding swim- 
mer in the District’s Aqua Day 
Camp, remembers losing his breath 
and sinking to the bottom of the 
pool when he almost drowned. 
What the 9-year-old couldn’t 
remember Tuesday at the Turkey 
Thicket pool, where a 6 -year-old 
girl drowned weeks ago, is when 
it happened. 

“And besides, I don’t want to,” 
he said during USA Swimming’s 
Make a Splash event after a group 
lesson from Olympic gold medal- 
ist Cullen Jones. 

The Make a Splash water safe- 
ty program is an attempt by USA 
Swimming, the sport’s governing 
body, to increase minority partic- 
ipation in the sport. Jones is on a 
six-city tour with the program. The 


organization found that nearly 70 
percent of black children and nearly 
60 percent of Hispanic children were 
at risk of drowning, compared to 
40 percent of white children. 

“It surprises me that it’s that 
high,” Jones said. “It doesn’t sur- 
prise me that a lot of African Amer- 


icans can’t swim, because we as a 
people make fun of it.” 

Researchers have found that- 
groups who poke fun at the sport 
may be using humor to deal with 
something they’re deeply afraid 
of 

In May, USA Swimming re- 


leased results of a study conduct- 
ed with the University of Memphis 
finding that the fear of drown- 
ing — not financial or geographic 
limitations — is what keeps most 
inner-city children from taking 
swim lessons, and out of pools 
altogether. 

Minority parents from 12 focus 
groups in six cities across the coun- 
try who did not know how to swim 
were less likely to allow their own 
children to take lessons. It’s a trend 
that has become a cycle in urban 
communities. 

“They don’t want their child 
to go into the water, because they 
can’tcontrol what might happen,” 
said Dr. Carol Irwin, an assistant 
professor in sport sciences at the 
University of Memphis who helped 
conduct the study. 

“No one ever drowned at a 
swim lesson,” said Katrina Flor- 
ence, a spokeswoman for the 
Make a Splash Program. “They’re 
safest when they’re learning.”

Elementary 
School Test 
Scores Drop 
ForDCPS 


Washington 

D.C. officials announced Tuesday 
that reading and math test scores 
declined in elementary schools 
this year, halting a two-year run 
of significant gains and dealing 
a setback to Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee as she seeks to overhaul 
city schools. 

The news was better for mid- 
dle and high schools, which saw 
continued gains in reading and 
math on the District of Colum- 
bia Comprehensive Assessment 
System (DC CAS), administered 
every April. 

After rising 20 percentage 
points from 2007 to 2009, the 
elementary math proficiency rate 
dipped 4.6 points this year, to 43.4 
percent. The elementary reading 
proficiency rate, which had risen 
11 percentage points from 2007 to 
2009, fell 4.4 points, to 44.4 per- 
cent. The proficiency rate is essen- 
tially a measure of the portion of 
students who pass the tests. 

School-by-school scores will not 
be available until later this month.

Six Months, Little Relief 

Recovery efforts in earthquake-racked Haiti have slowed to an agonizing crawl 


Port au Prince, Haiti 

Six months ago, Haiti was ravaged 
by a magnitude-7 earthquake that 
killed more than 230,000 people and 
left 1.5 million homeless. 

In the moments after the disaster, 
all of Port-au-Prince began pouring 
into twilit streets. Homes, still col- 
lapsing, had in a moment become 
death traps. Camps rose on public 
and private spaces, squares, parks 
and golf courses. 

Bodies were ever 3 rwhere, laid out 
under sheets, cardboard or noth- 
ing. Dump trucks and front-loaders 
cleared most in the following weeks. 
Others were burned. 

The bodies have been cleared, but 
not the estimated 26 million cubic 
yards of rubble. Mounds of it make 
most of the capital impassable. Even 
with 300 trucks working daily, only 
2 percent has been cleared. 

The number of people in relief 
camps has nearly doubled to 1.6 mil- 
lion, while the amount of transition- 
al housing built is minuscule. 

Most of the aid money that has been 
spent so far has paid for field hospitals, 
plastic tarps, bandages and food, plus 
salaries, transportation and upkeep 
of relief workers. Hundreds of mil- 
lions have yet to be spent, with agen- 
cies such as the American Red Cross 
saying they want to avoid dumping 
money into half-baked projects. 

Aid workers say the money already 
spent helped prevent epidemics, floods 
and political violence, while food and 
other essentials were distributed. 
Food markets are back to normal, 
and the foreign doctors and equip- 
ment that flowed in have left medical 
care — while deeply flawed — better 
than it was before the quake. 

Police and U.N. peacekeepers are 
back on patrol. Crime is more preva- 
lent since the quake, with attacks in 
camps terrorizing thousands, espe- 
cially women and girls. However, 
violence is nowhere near the levels

faced when the U.N. troops arrived 
six months ago. 

But besides meeting people’s most 
basic needs, little else has happened. 
President Rene Preval works beside the 
caved-in hulk of the national palace. 
Homes and stores lie in heaps. Recon- 
struction is still mostly a concept. 

It took more than three months to 
hold a donors’ conference at the U.N. 
The 26-member international Inter- 
im Haiti Reconstruction Commission, 
headed by Bill Clinton and Haitian 
Prime Minister Jean-Max Bellerive, 
didn’t convene until last month. 

That committee is set to oversee 
the first installments of the $9.9 bil-

The U.S. Center for Strategic and 
International Studies calculated

lion pledged for international recon- 
struction — money separate from the 
total spent on humanitarian aid. But 
less than 2 percent of it has been deliv- 
ered. The rest is mired in bureaucracy 
and politics of more than 60 countries 
and organizations that pledged to help. 

Everyone bemoans the lack of prog- 
ress, but Bellerive says past experi- 
ence dictates caution, lest reconstruc- 
tion simply replicate the pre-quake 
slums. In “the last 30 years, there 
was no planning with any action ... no 
code,” he said. “What we didn’t want 
to do is launch any demogogic, visible 
action [just to] prove we are working.”

George Steinbrenner, the owner 
of the New York Yankees, whose 
pugnacious leadership restored 
the glory of baseball’s most storied 
franchise, helped secure seven 
World Series titles and made the 
Yankees the first billion-dollar 
baseball franchise, died Tuesday 
at a hospital in Tampa after a heart 
attack. Steinbrenner, 80, had been in 
failing health for several years. 

Steinbrenner, who was undoubt- 
edly the best known and most dis- 
liked owner in professional sports, 
was part of a syndicate that bought 
the Yankees in 1973 from CBS for 
$10 million. As principal owner, he 
immediately transformed a team 
failing at the box office and on 
the field by demanding nothing 
less than victory and by investing 
heavily to bring the game’s best 
players to the Bronx. 

In 37-plus seasons as owner, 
Steinbrenner led the Yankees to 
seven World Series championships, 
11 American League pennants and 
16 AL East titles. 

Perhaps no team owner in 
sports history was as demanding 
as Steinbrenner, who was 
universally known as the Boss. 
If players could not measure up 
to the pressures of New York and 
the standards of the Yankees, 
they were unceremoniously 
shipped out. 

“George is a great guy, unless 
you have to work for him,” Lou Pin- 
iella, a two-time Yankees manag- 
er, said in 2004.

Steinbrenner was among the 
first baseball owners to plunge 
into the free-agent market of the 
1970s, forever changing the eco- 
nomics of the game. He spent mil- 
lions of dollars for star players 
such as Catfish Hunter and Reg- 
gie Jackson and, in later years, 
Alex Rodriguez and CC Sabathia, 
escalating salaries across baseball 
and earning the enmity of clubs 
with fewer resources.

Beyond the playing field, Stein- 
brenner helped make the Yankees a 
world-renowned commercial brand. 
Yankee caps and merchandise 
became global symbols of Ameri- 
ca, and the regional cable network 
(Yankees Entertainment & Sports) 
that he built to broadcast the team’s 
games became even more valuable 
than the team itself 

In 2009, the Yankees moved 
from their longtime stadium in the 
Bronx across the street to a new bil- 
lion-dollar stadium that was con- 
sidered something of a monument 
to Steinbrenner. 

George Michael Steinbrenner 
III, who was born July 4, 1930, in 
Rocky River, Ohio, grew up under 
a stern father who sent his son to a 
military school in Indiana. Stein- 
brenner graduated from Williams 
College in Massachusetts and 
was an assistant football coach at 
Northwestern and Purdue univer- 
sities in the 1950s. 

Steinbrenner’s bid to buy the 
Cleveland Indians baseball club 
in the early 1970s was rejected; 
he turned his attention to the 
Yankees as the principal figure 
of an ownership group. He 
bought out many of his partners 
and relinquished control only 
when declining health forced 
him to turn over control of the 
team to his sons, Hal and Hank,

From the middle of the ninth fair- 
way, just to the right of a pot bun- 
ker that he managed to avoid, Tiger 
Woods considered two options from 
85 yards into a gentle breeze and 
executed both of them perfectly. 

He gave a hard rap with his new 
putter and sent the ball bouncing 
along the links of St. Andrews until 
it rolled onto the green and settled 
12 feet left of the flag. Then with a 
sand wedge. Woods sent the ball 
into the air with just the right tra- 
jectory.

His biggest test Tuesday came 
not from the gorse bushes and pot 
bunkers that dot the landscape on 
the Old Course, but from a full house 
of reporters who wanted to know as 
much about his personal life as how 
he plans to play the Road Hole. 

Unlike his last big press con- 
ference at a major, he didn’t lose 
his cool. 


When asked about his marriage 
at the U.S. Open, he snapped back, 
“That’s none of your business.” 
When asked on Tuesday whether his 
divorce is final. Woods calmly said, 
“I’m not going to go into that.” 

He did reveal details of a break- 
up — with his putter.

Despite some whiz-bang special 
effects and a moderately unhinged 
performance by Nicolas Cage as 
Balthazaar Blake, an ancient wiz- 
ard at work in modern-day New 
York, one nagging question keeps 
popping up in “The Sorcerer’s 
Apprentice”: Where have I seen 
this before?

historyI “Chasing Mummies” may 
10:00 not uncover the next King 
^ Tut, but it may have dis- 
covered the next big reality-TV 
personality. From Jon and Kate to 
Snooki, documentary-style shows 
represent a cheap fishing expedi- 
tion for outsized personalities. 

Within minutes of meeting series 
“star” Dr. Zahi Hawass, we’re told 
that a cameraman and shapely 
Canadian intern have been forgotten 
in a pyramid and face asphyxiation 
— or worse! The scenario could not 
have seemed more contrived had the 
intern been tied to a railroad track. 
But the situation does allow us to 
see Hawass being dragged out of a 
Cairo book signing. 

Hawass is a very big deal in his 
field and a superstar in his coun- 
try. And he didn’t get there by

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In Search of Swamp Things 

Everglades eco-tours 
bring visitors closer 
to wildlife in Fla. 

Attractions 

The Florida Everglades are home to 
snakes and gators, and now they’re 
the setting for a cable show called 
“Swamp Men.” 

The show takes viewers behind 
the scenes of an eco-tour compa- 
ny, Billie Swamp Safari, as the 
staff rescues and relocates wild- 
life on the Big Cypress Seminole 
reservation. 

But visitors can explore the 
almost-untouched swamp first- 
hand on both land and water, with 
Billie Swamp Safari’s airboat tour 
and swamp buggy ride. Tourists 
can also watch a critter show and 
sample traditional Seminole fry 
bread and even gator nuggets at 
the Swampwater Cafe. 

“Swamp Men” began airing 
on the National Geographic Wild 
channel in May. But the swamp 
tours date back to 1992, bringing

schools and tourists from all over. 
Tour participants on a recent sum- 
mer day came from not just South 
Florida but also from as far away 
as Hungary and Pakistan. 

Tour guide Hans Lago has 
something to say about almost 
every living thing in the swamp as 
he navigates his airboat through the 
water. Lago stops the ride to point 
out the kind of cypress trees from 


which the Seminoles traditional- 
ly carved canoes. He says the elu- 
sive ghost orchid really isn’t all that 
hard to find — if you know where 
to look. And when large gators 
start swimming up to the boat, 
he explains the reptiles never stop 
growing until they die. 

Ed Woods, park director at Bil- 
lie Swamp Safari, said he hopes 
both the “Swamp Men” show 


and park tours help educate peo- 
ple about Florida wildlife. But he 
doesn’t want kids to think that 
they should be handling snakes or 
alligators the way the staff does in 
their show. 

“We’re not here to show; we’re 
here to educate,” Woods said, 
adding: “There ain’t no reason to 
stick your head into an alligator’s

Every time you order a Godzilla-sized popcorn at 
the movies or snarf salsa, you’re actually paying 
tribute to our continent’s culinary roots. These and 
other dishes, served on American Indian tables for 
generations, star in the new cookbook, “Foods of 
the Americas” ($28, Ten Speed Press). In it, food 
historians/chefs Fernando and Marlene Divina 
— who also created the menu at the Mitsitam Cafe at 
the National Museum of the American Indian — put 
new spins on traditional dishes (Plains tribe buffalo 
chili, Cherokee grape dumplings) and reveal tidbits 
about subjects from reservation cooking to Hopi 

corn harvests. JENNIFER BARGER (EXPRESS) 


Is it tough to find some of these 
native ingredients, like bison or 
pine needles, which you suggest 
using in one cured fish recipe? 

FD: Well, you can buy corn and pota- 
toes at a farmers market. But some 
of the forest foods might be more 
esoteric. But there are things, like 
chiletepin peppers, which you find 
at farmers markets in Arizona, and 
wild oregano, which sometimes 
shows up in Manhattan. 

Part of the native tradition is 
foraging. How do you do that and 
not get poisoned? 

MD: Don’t forage on your own. 
With mushrooms, there are lots 
of twins. 

FD: Things like fiddlehead ferns 
can be easier. And then there are 
wild berries, like huckleberries and 
blackberries. 

MD: Still, it’s not just about pick- 
ing them; it’s learning how to be 
respectful. There are also bears 
after those berries! 


What are some common foods 
with roots in native culture? 
FERNANDO DIVINA: One of the most 
obvious ones is potatoes. And then 
corn, tomatoes and beans. Other 
things that came from native tra- 
ditions include chocolate, pop- 
corn and chocolate nibs. And then 
there’s quinoa and amaranth, two 
grains that are now known as 
super foods. 

It seems like we take a lot of cook- 
ing techniques from them, too. 
MARLENE DIVINA: The whole con- 
cept of freeze-drying came from 
Native Americans. 

FD: And barbecue. Our present-day 
cookouts are all manifestations of 
traditional and indigenous cooking. 
If French cooking is about refine- 
ment, then Native American cook- 
ing is about cooking things over a 
fire and peeling them. That adds 
dimension in terms of flavor. 

Do people have misconceptions 
about what American Indians ate 
like before Europeans arrived? 

MD: Yes, I think people really think 
all Native American food came 
from Europe. But we’re trying to 
get across that people were here, 
they were agricultural, and they 
fished long before that.
